Almost every carnation culturist knows 
val .I tics that ho “ simply cannot raise” 
an*, neither lie, nor anybody else, can 
tell the reason why. 
Of course, there 
must be something lacking, in soil, wa­ 
ter, air or treatment, which they re­ 
quire, but it seems as if they were ca­ 
pable of taking offense at him, or his 
surtouudings, aud preferring death, or 
at least unproductive life, to euduranc* 
of the associatiou.—Scribner’s.
